More 
than 2,000 of them have given their blood for transfusion to Britain’s oir raid 


casualties. 


A consignment from th2 American Red Cross was tested 
recently by British Government scientists at the National Insti- 


tute for Medical Research.

in the’ day some of it was 


given to a patient in a big London hospital. 


Even before the Diitz, the 
Americans showed their willing- 
ness to give their own blood in 
the service of Hitler's victims. 

When it was decided to establish 
“Blood Banks" throughout Britain, 
so that plenty would be available far 
transfusion even in the small villnges, 
the Americans volunteered, : 

They helped our medical authorl- 
ties ever a diMecult period, There 
ure plenty of donors in Britain, al- 
though in‘ some localities appeals 
will have to be made for more, but 
there was a need for “iron rations” 
of blocd. .

“Strength of understanding 
and leadership is making itself 
felt more and more day by day. 
It has already enabled you to 
resist what no slave or regiment. 
ed people could ever resist. . It 
will bring you total victory.” 

In reply, Mr. Churchill expressed 
his pleasure at Mr Winant’s presence 
in Britain, saying, “It gives us the 
feeling that all of President Roose- 
velt’s men give, that they would be 
shot stone dead rather than sec this 
cause Jet down.” ae 

Mr Churchill also expressed — his 
belief that Yugo-Slavia would repu- 
diate the ‘Axis pact and defend her 
frontiers astainst aggression, “I do 
not Iknow what will happen, and one 
cannot be sure of anything, but I 
believe it-reasonable to expect that 
we shall have a Government in. 
Yugo-Slavia which will repudiate the 
pact which was signed the day before 
yesterday, and will be ready to defend 
the honour of her frontiers against 
aggression,” he declared, 

Promises’ All Aid 

Continuing his speech at the 
luncheon given to Mr John Winant, 
Mr Churchill re-pledged all aid. to 
Yugo-Slavia and said that “if the 
Turks are attacked, we will give all 
the ald we can” This caused . the 
gathering: to rise and cheer and clap 
for a full minute. Mr Churchill was 
pale but smilling, 

Me Churchill admitted that he had 
always been o bit shy at defining 
Britain’s war afms, but he was of the 
opinion that if the Democracies 
emerge victarious,.there_will “then be | 
an electric atmosphere in the worl 
which may render ‘possible an ad- 
vance towards greater and broader 
socin ‘unity and justice than could 
otherwise have been: achieved in 
peace time in score of years." -
